Dear Readers, 

The three principals involved in one of the most contested 
United States’ elections put an end to the Presidential cam- 
paign with a marked touch of gallantry. Witnessing the up- 
lifting spectacle afforded by the behavior of the Presidential 
contenders, one could nor help but feel that perhaps Rich- 
ard Nixon is more deserving of our pity than his defeated 
rivals, for it is he who will have to carry the nigh insupport- 
able burden of guiding our country out of its current state 
of domestic turmoil and international impotence. 

Penabaz At home, pitted against the new President will be the men 

and movements openly committed to the destruction, one 
way or another, of our representative republican institutions and what remains of 
our free enterprise system. The leaders, visible and invisible, who have pledged them- 
selves to continued violence and bloodshed in our streets, colleges and “ghettos” 
will no doubt soon renew their activities with increased ferocity unless, for once 
and for all, they are relieved of the immunity they have until now enjoyed, and are 
made to feel the full weight of the law . 

If the national task Mr. Nixon faces is Herculean-and it very definitely is-it al- 
most pales into insignificance in comparison to the ominous international problems 
which he must solve during his mandate in the White House. 

A brief geopolitical tour of the world reveals the following harrowing facts: 

In Asia, the Communist imperialists and their agents are pledged to finally 
conquering South Vietnam and Laos as a prelude to the complete takeover of all of 
Indochina, thus opening the floodgates of Red subversion and guerrilla warfare to 
the entire vast Asiatic region. 

In Europe, the Soviet Union, once again ignoring its pledges and treaties, has sent 
its occupation armies into Czechoslovakia while simultaneously hurling fearful 
threats against West Germany. 

In the Middle East, Soviet-endorsed Communism has taken over Syria and is cal- 
ling the plays in Iraq, while consolidating its military and political positions in Yem- 
en and in the People’s Republic of South Yemen. Influenced by their traditional 
and ages-old distrust and dislike of all Jews, the non-Communist Arab countries have 
permitted themselves to be used, sometimes unwittingly, as pawns in the Soviet 
Union ' s blueprint for the elimination of Israel and the subjugation of all of Arabia. 

In Africa, the Soviet Union has converted Egypt into one of its most useful satel- 
lites, while Nasser has been relegated to the ignominious position of a helpless pup- 
pet of expansive Communist imperialism. Egyptian ports have rapidly become Sov- 
iet naval bases of operations in the Mediterranean and the Red Sea. 

Soviet and Red Chinese warlike actions are underway in Nigeria, Angola, and in 
several other “independent” African countries. 

Using Algeria as a staging area, the Soviet Navy now enjoys facilities and instal- 
lations extremely near to the “soft underbelly of Europe” and the Straits of Gi- 
braltar. 

Much closer to home, just “ninety miles away, ” in Communist-subjugated Cuba, 
very recent and reliable reports reveal that the U.S.S.R. has feverishly increased its 
huge network of “ offensive ” missile bases, while Havana harbor is a haven for Rus- 
sian electronically equipped “spy ships” and “trawlers. ” 

Although not as intense as it is here at home, because no Latin American city has 
been burned, arsoned and pillaged by Red-led mobs, Communist inspired and direct- 
ed violence is sweeping through the southern part of our “Brave New World, ” while

Pueblo Committee Put Rusk On The Spot

Commenting last June 21 on charges 
that the Administration had been some- 
thing less than diligent in seeking the re- 
lease of the Pueblo crew, Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk replied: “Well, I would 
just say very simply that if anyone wants 
to organize a committee to remember 
the Pueblo, 1 am a charter member of 
that committee.*’ 

Well, it seems that someone had al- 
ready organized such a committee the 
previous month, a Rev. Paul Lindstrom 
of Prospect Heights, Illinois, and when 
he heard of Mr. Rusk’s desire for mem- 
bership in his organization he imme- 
diately had a special charter certificate 
drafted and took the next plane to 
Washington to deliver it. 

Secretary Rusk, undoubtedly not 
wanting to be subjected to the adverse 
publicity of rejecting a meeting with the 
head of such organization, met with 
Rev. Lindstrom for some 45 minutes 
and was presented his framed charter 
membership. As a charter member, his 
name was added to the Committee’s 
letterhead stationery. And this is what 
has put Mr. Rusk on the spot. 

On September 20, Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of State for Public Affairs,

Richard I. Phillips wrote Reverend Lind- 
strom (on instructions from Mr. Rusk, 
the letter said) and asked that he refrain 
from using the Secretary of State’s name 
on the stationery of the Remember the 
Pueblo Committee. 

“Having had a lengthy conversation 
with Secretary Rusk in which the efforts 
of this Government to obtain the release 
of the crew of the USS Pueblo were ful- 
ly discussed,” explained Mr. Phillips, 
“you could not but have been aware of 
the fact that Secretary Rusk would not 
subscribe to this ‘Resolution.* ” 

(And obviously he wouldn’t, the Res- 
olution excoriating, among other things, 
“continued vacillation and inaction on 
the part of our leaders who are charged 
with protecting American lives, property 
and honor.”)

Rusk: “In response to your recent re- 
quest that our Committee refrain from 
using your name on its stationery, let 
me state that we will honor your request 
only when a public acknowledgment to 
the effect that you are withdrawing your 
name as a charter member of the Re- 
member the Pueblo Committee has been 
made by you in a news conference, and 
the charter membership certificate is re- 
turned.

H.H.H. ON LAW AND ORDER 

In reciting his credentials as a crime- 
fighter, Vice President Humphrey inva- 
riably refers to his beginning in public 
life when he was the Mayor of Minnea- 
polis, Minnesota, back in the late 1940s. 

A search through some old, yellowed 
copies of the Minneapolis Star news- 
papers revealed a most interesting edito- 
rial in the edition of April 29, 1947: 
“Monday’s Minneapolis Star printed a 
news story on the telephone strike situa- 
tion which quoted Mayor Hubert Hum- 
phrey as saying, ‘I did not enforce the 
law against mass picketing last Monday 
night because that was part of my plan 



to force the telephone company to come 
to grips with true collective bargaining.* 

“ Star readers know well that this 
newspaper has been generous in its edit- 
orial support and praise of Mayor Hum- 
phrey whenever it has felt, as it fre- 
quently has, that his position has been 
right. 

“If yesterday’s Star quoted the Ma- 
yor accurately, as we assume to be the 
case, then we hope that the Mayor’s 
statement was an ill-considered extem- 
poraneous remark which does not rep- 
resent his sober conviction. 

“The Mayor of Minneapolis is pledged 
to solemn oath to enforce the laws, all 
of them, impartially. Whether the tele- 
phone company has or has not ‘come to 
grips’ with what Mayor Humphrey be- 
lieves to be ‘true collective bargaining* is 
completely beside the point. As the of- 
ficial charged with the administration of 
the police department, the Mayor has 
the function of enforcing the laws, not 
acting as judge. 

“The Star trusts that Mr. Humphrey 
regrets his unfortunate statement. .

WHAT THE 



VOTE ON ABE FORTAS MEANS

The rejection of Abe Fortas for Chief 
Justice of the U.S. Supreme Court by 
the U.S. Senate was a victory which ap- 
proaches in importance the winning of a 
Presidential election. Here is the signifi- 
cance of this remarkable event: 

1 . The United States has been saved 
from having the Supreme Court dom- 
inated for years into the future by a left- 
winger who is more extreme, abler, 
younger, and more energetic than Earl 
Warren. 

2. Conservatives, constitutionalists, 
and all-freedom loving Americans have 
been given an inspiring example of how 
truth and justice can triumph over the 
combined power of the executive branch 
of the Government and the Liberal press. 

3. The backroom deal for control of 
the Supreme Court, made between Lyn- 
don Johnson and Earl Warren (revealed 
in the July Phyllis Schlafly Report ), was 
killed. This was the secret deal whereby 
Earl Warren would resign in mid- 1968, 
in order to permit LBJ to name a Liberal 
Chief Justice, and thereby prevent Rich- 
ard Nixon from naming a Conservative 
one. According to this plan, if Fortas 
had been confirmed, three more Justices 
on the present Court would have also re- 
signed in 1968-thereby permitting LBJ

to control the Court for the next decade 
and preventing Richard Nixon from 
naming anyone to the Court for the 
foreseeable future. 

4. The rejection of Fortas was a po- 
litical defeat of the first magnitude for 
LBJ. Abe Fortas was Johnson’s closest 
personal friend, adviser, and lawyer. No 
other man had ever been as close to 
Johnson except Bobby Baker and Walter 
Jenkins. Inasmuch as LBJ deprived us of 
the chance to defeat him personally in 
the November election, it is just and 
good that patriots were able to adminis- 
ter this well-deserved political defeat. 

ADVISE AND CONSENT 

5. All those who believe in the Amer- 
ican constitutional system can rejoice 
that the Senate has reasserted its long- 
dormant prerogative to “advise and con- 
sent” to Presidential nominations. It 
improves the health of the American 
separation of powers for the Senate to 
reject some nominees. It is the duty of 



the Senate to make a thorough investi- 
gation of all nominees. If the Senate had 
done its investigative duty at the time of 
the Earl Warren appointment, our coun- 
try would have been saved from the 
thousands of criminals and hundreds of 
Communists who have been set free by 
decisions of the Warren Court. When 
President Eisenhower announced the ap- 
pointment of Warren, one Republican 
Senator announced that he intended to 
conduct extensive hearings into Warren’s 
background and fitness for the position. 
This Senator was unmercifully pilloried 
by the press, the public, his party, and 
his Senate colleagues for suggesting that 
the Senate proceed with its constitution- 
al duty to “advise and consent.” Any in- 
vestigation would have shown that War- 
ren had no judicial experience of any 
kind, that he was offered the highest ju- 
dicial position solely because of a crude 
political deal, and that Warren was per- 
sonally responsible for the most grievous 
invasion of civil rights in the history of 
our country. (As Attorney General of 
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California at the beginning of World War 
II, Warren approved and enforced the 
legal papers which caused thousands of 
innocent men, women and children to 
be arrested and thrown into concentra- 
tion camps, notwithstanding their Amer- 
ican citizenship and solely because they 
had Japanese ancestors.) But all this 
never came out because of the tremen- 
dous pressure on the Senators to hurry 
up and confirm Warren without any in- 
vestigation. The Fortas case proves what 
an enormous amount of dubiety may be 
uncovered after a real investigation is 
begun. 

6. The defeat of Fortas will prob- 
ably have a very salutary effect on fu- 
ture decisions of the Supreme Court. It 
is a very good thing for Supreme Court 
Justices to know that their Court deci- 
sions in favor of Communists, pomo- 
graphers, and against prayer, their du- 
bious sources of income, and their extra- 
curricular activities, will be exposed to 
the glare of publicity and Senatorial 
scrutiny. 

7. The roll call vote on Fortas pro- 
vides the American public with a clear 
record on each Senator which we can 
use for years to come. This roll call vote 
is a good litmus-paper test to separate 
the good guys from those willing to re- 
ward a lawyer who represented pomo- 
graphers and also Owen Lattimore (called 
“a conscious articulate instrument of the 



Soviet conspiracy” by the Senate Intern- 
al Security Subcommittee). Keep this 
record for future use.

U.S Already Apologized 



It would be enlightening to ask the 
pro-Fortas senators this question: 

“Senator, will you please explain 
your vote in the Senate on October 1, 
1968 in favor of Abe Fortas— a man 
who represented pomographers while a 
lawyer, who voted in favor of porno- 
graphers in 40 Supreme Court cases, and 
who accepted a $15,000 fee for lectures 
he did not write when the money was 
solicited by his law partner and donated 
by rich businessmen, one of whom had a 
son under conviction whose appeal was 
expected to come before the Supreme 
Court?” 

Don’t let your Senator evade the is- 
sue by shifting the argument to the mer- 
its of the so-called “filibuster.” The 
Fortas debate was not a filibuster at all! 
The Senators only debated the Fortas 
case for three days— and in three days, 
they hardly scratched the surface of the 
damaging evidence against Fortas. For 
example, the evidence about the $15,000 
payment was uncovered only on the last 
day of the investigation. 

The day after the Senate vote on 
Fortas, one of the TV networks inter- 
viewed Senator Strom Thurmond and 
asked him to comment on Fortas’ deci- 
sion to ask LBJ to withdraw the ap- 
pointment, Thurmond replied: 

“This is the finest decision Justice 
Fortas has made since he went on the 
Supreme Court.” 

To which we all say, “Amen.” 

Two men deserve the credit for this 
remarkable victory: Senator Robert Grif- 
fin and Senator Strom Thurmond. When 
they started on June 21, they were al- 
most alone. They fought against unbe- 
lievable odds, including the entire po- 
wer of the Johnson Administration, the 
mobilized effort of the establishment’s 
press, and behind-the-scenes pressures 
such as the threat in the telephone call 
Senator Griffin of Michigan received 
from the Ford Motor Company. The 
White House also pressured other cor- 
porations holding Federal contracts into 
telephoning Senators and asking them to 
confirm Fortas. 

Conservatives should take heart from 
this significant victory in the U.S. Sen- 
ate. Its far-reaching consequences will 
benefit America for a long time.

Should the officers and crew of the 
ill-fated Pueblo pay the price for their 
government’s inexcusable timidity and 
indecision? Should these Americans 
whose only “crime” has been that they 
were serving their flag and their country 
be condemned to further cruel treat- 
ment and imprisonment by their Com- 
munist North Korean captors, simply to 
save LBJ’s “face”? 

These are questions which should 
worry every concerned American. 

They demand an effective, prompt 
answer. 

North Korea has haughtily indicated 
that if the U.S. government “apologizes” 
to its ruling Communist regime, the 
Pueblo crew would be freed. At this late 
date, the issue of whether the U.S. was 
or was not at fault is purely academic, 
especially for the victimized Pueblo 
crew. Obviously, even if the U.S. was at

fault in sailing one of its vessels within 
the national waters of another nation, 
there is no justification for the unprece- 
dented harshness of the North Korean 
kidnapping action. Ships and airplanes 
frequently commit such “errors” and 
their crews are never for long held as 
hostages or political prisoners by the 
presumably offended parties. Then again, 
right or wrong, first class World Powers 
cannot afford to be bullied and attacked 
by other countries, large or small, and 
still expect to be respected in the com- 
munity of nations. 

If the U.S. refuses to apologize be- 
cause our leaders feel this would harm 
our “prestige” abroad, it is an untenable 
excuse, because the U.S. recently and 
publicly apologized to a Communist na- 
tion, Red Poland, over an extremely in- 
significant affair in comparison to the 
Pueblo question. 

Several weeks ago, the Communist 
Polish vessel, Polanica , was anchored in 
the harbor of Miami, Florida. A group 
of individuals, allegedly anti-Castro ex- 
iles, pumped a mini-bomb into its hull, 
causing slight damage and no injury to 
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To Red Poland —

its crew. Almost immediately, the U.S. 
State Department, no doubt following 
instructions given by President Johnson, 
humiliated itself by apologizing for this 
act to the Polish Communist regime. The 
irony of it was that at the time of the 
apology, Communist Polish troops, 
breaking every tenet of civilized beha- 
vior and international law, were invad- 
ing and occupying sovereign Czechoslo- 
vakian territory together with the Soviet 
Union and the other puppet “Warsaw 
Allies.'’ Instead of the U.S. demanding 
an apology from Poland for this out- 
rage, we apologized to the Red Poles be- 
cause some unidentified persons dam- 
aged one of their ships in Miami. 

Not content with such actions, the 
U.S. government’s agents launched an 
intensive hunt to capture the “Cuban 
terrorists.” One of Florida’s best-known 
anti-Castro fighters, Dr. Orlando Bosch, 
and some of his friends were arrested 
and hurled into confinement in Dade 
County Jail. The bond set for them was 
so prohibitively high that most of the im- 
prisoned anti-Castroites were not able to 
pay it. Dr. Bosch went on a hunger strike

and became desperately ill. Yet, Stokely 
Carmichael, Rap Brown, Eldridge Cleav- 
er and dozens of other self-avowed Cas- 
tro followers in the U.S., who do not 
deny they are out to burn down Ameri- 
ca and engage in widespread revolution, 
are freely roaming our cities and college 
campuses without effective curtailment 
by our authorities. 

Of course there are those who can 
rightfully claim that the bombing of the 
Polanica was an illegal act and that not 
being Negro or white militant Marxist 
leaders, the alleged Cuban “terrorists” 
should receive exemplary punishment. 
For the sake of argument, let us admit 
this is true, but we must immediately 
raise this question, shouldn’t all law 
breakers be punished equally? This 
brings us to this fascinating aspect of 
the issue. Shouldn’t U.S. officials also be 
severely punished for breaking U.S. laws? 
Paradoxically, U.S. officials are specific- 
ally breaking laws by permitting black- 
listed Communist Polish vessels to come 
into our harbors and engage in trade in 
our country. The Polanica is not the on- 
ly Polish vessel enjoying the unrightful 



protection of U.S. authorities. The fol- 
lowing article, printed in the Republican 
Newsletter, underlines our position and 
further illustrates the deviousness of U.S. 
policy toward Communist regimes. This 
is the way it reads: 

Chamberlain Decries Use 
Of U.S. Ports for Ships 
Which Trade With Enemy 

While U.S. boys are dying in 
Vietnam, the Johnson-Humphrey 
Administration is allowing ships 
that have supplied the Viet Cong 
to trade at U.S. ports. 

This policy was blasted last 
week by Rep. Charles E. Cham- 
berlain (R., Mich.) who stood on 
a pier in Brooklyn, N.Y., and 
watched as a Polish ship, Hugo 
Kollataj, unloaded Communist- 
made steel. The ship has been on 
the State Department's "black- 
list" since 1967 for making runs 
to North Vietnamese ports. 

Chamberlain charged: "While 
it is fully aware of this ship's ac- 
tivities, the Administration appar- 
ently could care less. The only 
reaction I've noted is a desire to 
keep the whole sordid business 
as quiet as possible." 

The Johnson-Humphrey Ad- 
ministration has actively opposed 
a bill which Chamberlain intro- 
duced to halt use of U.S. ports by 
these vessels. The Department of 
Commerce sent Congress an ad- 
verse report on the Chamberlain 
bill, claiming that the Adminis- 
tration already has authority to 
prohibit trade with such vessels. 

Chamberlain called the Ad- 
ministration's policy a "shocking 
breach of faith with our troops 
in Vietnam." He said: "This is in- 
credible. Here is a ship, owned 
and operated by the Polish Gov- 
ernment, welcomed in five Ameri- 
can ports for business-as-usual, 
after it has helped to feed a war 
machine that has so far cost the 
lives of over 25,000 Americans. 
These Communists must be laugh- 
ing at us all the way to the bank." 

So let us sum it all up. The Reds are

In Dade County, Florida, ten years 
have elapsed since federally sponsored 
Urban Renewal was widely heralded as 
the coming salvation for those in the 
lower income brackets who would bene- 
fit by eventually moving into new and 
better homes. During this period, not 
one single home has 
been built by Urb- 
an Renewal. Mil- 
lions of dollars have 
been spent upon 
condemnation, the 
purchase of private 
property with your 
tax money and 
mine, salaries for Baren 

bureaucratic employees who have bun- 
gled and misled the public all these years, 
and not one single family has moved in- 
to a new and better home. Instead, their 
existing homes were demolished. They 
have been uprooted. No one has seen fit 
to inform the public where these people 
are now living. A riot has recently erupt- 
ed into widespread destruction of homes 
and property in a Negro neighborhood. 



WHY NOT LBJ ( Continuation ) 

laughing at us all of the time. Why not 
give them the opportunity for one more 
big hearty laugh before the LBJ Admin- 
istration passes away. Apologize now, 
free the Pueblo crew, and at least have 
the honesty to admit that our Foreign 
Policy during all of the Administration’s 
tenure in office has been disastrous. The 
price to obtain the Pueblo crew’s freed- 
om should not be too high for a govern- 
ment which already has apologized to 
Communist Poland and which is almost 
on its knees begging Ho Chi Minh to ac- 
cept our “honorable” surrender in Viet- 
nam! 
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The social reformers ignore outside agi- 
tation but place the blame on inadequate 
housing, etc. They now compound their 
folly with demands for more millions 
and more government sponsored pro- 
jects to create more Urban Renewal. 

After ten years of complete failure 
which has been desecrating to the indivi- 
duals it was supposed to benefit, these 
blind advocates of socialist government 
paternalism in the housing industry want 
more of the same. Can you imagine a 
private organization spending all this 
money, making all the promises made 
by this group of Urban Renewal over- 
lords, sponsors, and bureaucrats, anti 
coming up with such an object lesson in 
futility? They would be run out of the 
country. But not so with the Urban Re- 
newalities and their satraps, hangers-on, 
opportunistic lawyers, and double-deal- 
ing real estate accomplices. They have 
the news media, the clerics who should 
know better, and the social workers be- 
hind them. Meanwhile, the poor who 
have been uprooted, have been dumped 
God knows where, and all the rest of us 
have been lied to and cheated by the 
same government which has taken our 
tax money and misused it. 

The only way to build livable hous- 
ing which can be successfully rented to 
people who have low income is to build 
it with private capital. Instead of taxing 
everyone indiscriminately and turning 
the job over to the impersonal machina- 
tions of computerized government mog- 
uls and their underlings, all that needs to 
be done is to get the government out of 
the project. First, private corporations 
would build more efficiently because 
they would have to bring costs down so 
that they could earn a profit. Taxes 
should be eliminated on these properties 



all the way upward, starting at the city 
level, next the county, and then the 
state and federal level. All federal and 
state income tax should be eliminated 
on the earnings of these properties as 
well, until the fair return that is allowed 
on public utility operations which oper- 
ate under a controlling monopoly status 
is reached. Then taxes should be paid 
first at the city level, next at the county, 
next at the state, and then if there is 
anything left, the federal government 
could collect its regular income tax on 
earned income. 

Private industry should be allowed to 
use any labor which is competent, 
whether it belongs to a union labor or- 
ganization or not.* There is no sense in 
penalizing all the taxpayers, and the 
poor, through the use of monopoly la- 
bor that charges $6.00 an hour for car- 
penters when they can probably be hired 
for less. We should not help the unions, 
the public, the government, or anyone 
else when we build homes for the poor. 
This should be done at the lowest pos- 
sible cost — period. If the labor unions 
can’t meet the market and there are peo- 
ple who can do the job for less, then let 
the unions sell their labor somewhere 
else. 

Ralph Waldo Emerson said, “God 
keeps an honest account with men.” If 
we want low cost housing for the low in- 
come groups then let’s give the job to 
honest men who will build them homes 
at the lowest possible cost, and rent them 
at a fair price based upon a reasonable 
return investment. The government can’t 
do this, there are not enough incentives 
or directives in all of Washington to cure 
the past ten years of catastrophic failure 
in what has been erroneously called Ur- 
ban Renewal. A wasteland of bureaucra- 
cy, red tape and paper-juggling has pres- 
ented you with a realistic answer to the 
reason government can’t do it — they 
don’t know how. 



• Many thousands of willing workers who 
are now seeking better employment who 
live in the affected areas could be hired to 
help build their own homes. Day labor, ap- 
prentices, and semi-skilled workers of all 
sorts could find jobs in private construc- 
tion of low cost housing if all union and 
government wage and guide lines were sus- 
pended in the building of these projects. 
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Has Modern Science Discredited The Bible?

Over the past century, evolution has served effectively as the pseudo-scientific 
basis of atheism, agnosticism, socialism, fascism, and numerous other false and 
dangerous philosophies. 

In recent years, many leading scientists have compiled great amounts of evidence 
that the theory of human evolution is not only anti-Biblical, but is unscientific and 
impossible as well. 

Dr Henry Morris has devoted many years to researching the scientific and histor- 
ical accuracy of the Bible, and contends that there is no reason to reject it in favor 
of the self-serving speculation of evolutionary philosophers.

Probably the most basic reason for 
the modern widespread rebellion against 
traditional values in every realm - social, 
moral, political, educational, religious - 
is the widespread impression that Biblical 
principles have been outdated by the 
discoveries of modern science. Our Con- 
stitution and our entire American culture 
were permeated in their origins with a 
strong national faith in God and His 
Word. The gradual undermining of con- 
fidence in the Scripture, resulting from 
the rise of uniformitarianism and evolu- 
tionism in the 19th century, inevitably 
was followed by a revolt against the 
social and political institutions erected 
on that faith. It is no accident that reli- 
gious liberals are almost always moral 
and political liberals, and vice versa. 

The fact is, however, that true science 
has always confirmed the Bible! It is not 
science, but scientism (that is, the exten- 
sion of scientific theories to a supposed 
complete philosophy of life and mean- 
ing), which has attacked the Bible. 
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“Science” means “knowledge,” and 
therefore, includes only that which we 
actually know, by direct observation 
and experience. It is the organized body 
of factual knowledge and relationships. 
The “scientific method” necessarily in- 
volves experimental reproducibility and 
verification. Thus, science, in its proper 
sense, can deal only with the processes 
of the world as they now exist. It can 
tell us nothing for certain about prehis- 
toric events and processes, nor can it 
predict future events and processes with 
any certainty. 

Many scientists (not science as such, 
but scientists — men who are just as 
biased, fallible, sinful and human as any 
other men) have assumed that these 
present processes are eternal processes, 
and therefore that they can explain 
everything that ever has been or ever 
will be in terms of what exists now! This 
is the philosophy of “uniformitarianism” 
and is the ruling philosophy in the mod- 
ern scientific establishment. It necessari- 



ly leads to “evolutionism,” which seeks 
to explain the origin and development 
of all things in terms of present natural 
processes. 

But this assumption itself violates the 
two most fundamental laws of science, 
the First and Second Laws of Thermo- 
dynamics! These laws deal with the all- 
embracing entity known as “energy,” 
which includes all the phenomena of the 
physical universe. All processes are basic- 
ally interchanges of energy — even mat- 
ter itself is fundamentally a type of 
energy, which can, under the right cir- 
cumstances, be converted into other 
forms. The First Law is the Law of 
Energy Conservation, which states that 
nothing is now being created or destroy- 
ed. The Second Law is the Law of 
Energy Decay, which states that in all 
real processes there is a net loss of energy 
available for further work. All natural 
processes, without any exception what- 
ever, operate within the framework of 
the Two Laws. 

Thus, all processes are conservative 
and disintegrative, not creative and in- 
tegrative, processes. We thus live in a 
world which is conservative (!), not 
evolving. 

The Bible, instead of being discredit- 
ed by science, has actually anticipated 
modern science. The Two Laws were 
stated in the pages of the Scriptures 
thousands of years before their recogni- 
tion by 19th century scientists. In fact, 
the institution of the First Law by God 
is commemorated every Sabbath Day. 
“For in six days the Lord made heaven 
and earth, the sea, and all that in them 
is, and rested the seventh day” (Exodus 
20:1 1). All of His “works were Finished 
December 1, 1968, INSIGHT On The News 
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from the foundation of the world"’ 
(Hebrews 4:3). He is now “upholding all 
things by the word of His power” (He- 
brews 1 :3). Thus, He is not now creating 
anything, but neither is He allowing 
anything to be annihilated. 

The Second Law expresses in a form- 
al way the fact that something is intrin- 
sically wrong with the world. Everything 
gets old, wears out, runs down and final- 
ly dies. In all processes, some energy 
becomes degraded to low-level heat 
energy and can no longer be used. Every 
ordered system, left to itself, tends to 
become disorganized. Complex struct- 
ures tend to break up and become 
simpler. The “entropy” (that is, the 
disorder, or randomness) of a system 
tends to increase, and this tendency can 
only be superceded, locally and tempor- 
arily, if there is an excess supply of 
ordering energy brought in from outside 
the system. 

In the Bible, this Law is called the 
“bondage of corruption” (literally, “de- 
cay”) under which the “whole creation 
is groaning” (Romans 8:21, 22). 

This Second Law teaches that, unless 
God Himself intervenes, the universe is 
proceeding inexorably toward an ultim- 
ate “heat death,” when all available 
energy will have been degraded to low- 
level heat and no more work can be 
done. Since this state has not yet been 
reached, the universe is not infinitely 
old and thus must have had a definite 
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beginning! 

The First Law states that, since all 
present processes are conservative, not 
creative, the beginning of all things 
required by the Second Law must have 
been accomplished by means of creative 
processes which are not now in exist- 
ence. Therefore, they are inaccessible to 
science, and anything we are ever to 
learn about them must come by revela- 
tion from the Creator Himself. 

Thus, the basic framework of science, 
confirmed by Biblical revelation, leads 
us inexorably and irrefutably to the first 
words ever written and the most pro- 
foundly important truth ever compre- 
hended: “In the beginning, God created 
the heavens and the earth” (Genesis 1:1).

How Communists Are Subverting Our Armed Forces 



The best way to know what U. S. 
Communism has up its collective sleeves 
is to get the information straight from 
the Red horse's mouth.

Communist weekly, the Guardian. One 
of its "Ace” reporters, Robert L. Allen , 
was the author of this report unequivo- 
cally disclosing how our GIs, and even 
our Armed Forces Officers, have become 
one of the preferred targets of militant 
Communist penetration. The most amaz- 
ing aspect of these disclosures is not that 
the Reds should be following the orders 
they receive from Havana and Moscow, 
but that American public opinions and 
U.S. officialdom should tolerate such 
overt attack against our first lines of 
national defense. 

SAN FRANCISCO 

The largest antiwar march organized 
by active-duty GIs and veterans was held 
here Oct. 12. Some 10,000 demonstra- 
tors, mostly civilians, turned out on a 
drizzly, overcast morning to show their 
solidarity with antiwar soldiers, several 
hundred of whom turned out to march 
in spite of weeks of intimidation from 
military officials. 

That the march was held at all bor- 
dered on the miraculous. Military brass 
tried to ship Lt. Hugh Smith (USAF), 
one of the chief organizers, to Taiwan 
on Sept. 30, in an attempt to quash the 
demonstration. Smith appealed to the 
federal courts to halt the action. Two 
other march organizers, AJ-C Michael 
Locks and Al-C John Bright, got orders 
to ship out to Utah, but the brass backed 



down after the two men sought a federal 
court injunction against the obviously 
punitive order. 

Compared with the Pentagon con- 
frontation of a year ago or the August 
battle of Chicago, the GIs’ and Veterans* 
march for peace was a mild-mannered af- 
fair. Its importance lay not in its mili- 
tancy, however, but in the fact that sev- 
eral hundred active-duty soldiers partici- 
pated in it. For them, this was a radical 
step. Many will face harassment or re- 
prisals when they return to their bases. 

On the day of the march, military 
bases around the Bay Area scheduled 
inspections and parades to prevent sol- 
diers from joining the antiwar action. At 
the Presidio, for example, it was report- 
ed that all weekend leaves and passes 
were cancelled, and inspections were 
held at frequent intervals. Some 300 
soldiers who wanted to attend the dem- 
onstration could not do so, but they did 
manage to send a message of solidarity. 

SOLDIERS FILE SUIT 

Several servicemen sought to stop this 
interference with the march by filing a 
federal suit. They argued that such

moves constituted an infringement on 
their rights of free speech and assembly. 
However, Judge Albert C. Wollenberg 
denied their suit on the grounds that the 
inspections “lie within the sphere of le- 
gitimate military concerns. . 

The march got underway at the Pan- 
handle of Golden Gate Park. Led by 200 
to 300 GIs, some in uniform, it snaked 
slowly down Fulton Street to Civic Cen- 
ter and halted in front of the City Hall 
where a rally was staged. 

March monitors were clergymen who 
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had been instructed to cool out any* 
“agitators” One man who brought a 
poster of Ho Chi Minh was compelled 
not to display it. Signs acceptable to the 
ministers were in the pacifist vein of 
“Stop the War.” 

The rally itself was conventional. The 
crowd cheered as greetings were read by 
men and women representing all branch- 
es of the armed forces. Entertainment 
was provided by veteran folk singer Pete 
Seeger. Featured speakers were former 
Green Beret M. Sgt. Donald Duncan and 
Brig. Gen. Hugh Hester (ret.), one of 
Fidel Castro’s greatest admirers. 

Duncan received his greatest applause 
from GIs in the crowd when he demand- 
ed that the Reserve Officers Training 
Corps (ROTC) system must be ended on 



campuses. 

Another speaker, a GI recently re- 
turned from Vietnam, gave the most 
moving presentation when he described 
the death of an Army buddy last year-a 
youth who, as he lay wounded from an 
NLF mortar blast, repeated over and 
over, “Goddamn that bastard Johnson.” 
Several soldiers at the rally wept. 

As the rally ended, a truckload of 
military police arrived to arrest a sailor 
who was standing at the edge of the 
crowd. A number of demonstrators ran 
after the truck and almost succeeded in 
catching up at a traffic light, but the ve- 
hicle succeeded in getting away. 

The real excitement of the occasion 
occurred days in advance of the march. 
There was, for instance, the tension of 



the cat-and-mouse skirmishes with mili- 
tary brass. Or the hastily called press 
conference at which four AWOL service- 
men announced that they would join the 
march and then give themselves up to 
the authorities. Or the drama of a small 
plane flying over the Alameda Naval Sta- 
tion and the aircraft carrier Ranger, 
dropping peace leaflets. 

Where will things go from here? The 
march was aimed at bridging the gap be- 
tween a largely civilian antiwar move- 
ment and the men who must do the 
fighting if the war is to continue. The 
fact that it was successfui-that hund- 
reds of soldiers joined in despite intimi- 
dation and harassment -should give a 
substantial boost to future GI antiwar 
organizing.

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U.S. military is target for Gl Week

National Gl Week, the first five days 
of November, will see a massive effort 
by the antiwar movement to reach GIs 
and show them support for their right 
to get out of the military and tome 
home. 

“The kids against the war are not 
your enemy. The lifers will tell you 
they are. And the brass will issue you 
orders that they are. But the truth is 
that the kids against the war are people, 
most of them your own age, who want 
to see you come home,” reads a leaf- 
let that will be distributed to GIs at 
train and bus stations, USOs and any 
place where GIs congregate. 

The National Mobilization Commit- 
tee to End the War in Vietnam has or- 
ganized the project. Students for a 
Democratic Society voted support of it 
at their national council meeting last 
weekend. Four major aspects of the 
Nov. 1-5 action are being planned: 



Movement will ‘hit 1 bases 

-Delegations will go to 40 army 
bases across the country to relay the 
message that the antiwar movement 
supports soldiers. Some delegates will 
go for'specific purposes: at Ft. Jackson, 
S.C., to investigate the outbreak of spi- 
nal meningitis that killed many trainees 
last winter; at Fort Leavenworth, Kans., 
to demand the release of Capt. Howard 
Levy, the doctor court-martialed for re- 
fusing to teach Green Berets. 

Clergymen will attempt to investi- 
gate conditions in stockades on army 
bases. They will trv to talk with prison- 
ers and find out why they are there, 
looking especially for political prison- 
ers.

Army love-ins slated 

Other groups will hold love-ins out- 
side bases, inviting the soldiers out to 
enjoy rock music, poetry readings and 
chicken dinners. A love-in is set for 
Nov. 3 at Ft. Dix, N.J. 

Women will visit bases with picnic 
baskets, carrying signs reading “We 
want our men back.” Leafleting will be 
done at all 40 bases. 

—A special delegation is leaving Oct. 
24 for Stockholm, where they will talk 
with members of the American Desert- 
ers Committee (including several draft 
resisters) and with Swedish government 
officials. They will return to the U.S. 
on Oct. 30 and hold press conferences 
across the country beginning Nov. 1. 
The delegates have been chosen by re- 
gion for that purpose. A nationwide 
speaking tour to raise the question of 
amnesty for the deserters and draft re- 
sisters living in Sweden is planned. 

— Nov. 2 and 3 have been de- 
clared Vietnam Sabbath. Synagogues 



and churches will hold special services 
for and about GIs. Many rabbis, minis- 
ters and priests are trying to get army 
chaplains to conduct the services. Sev- 
eral also will declare their houses of 
worship sanctuaries for deserters and 
resisters. 

—Vietnam veterans will hold teach- 
ins on the military and the Vietnam war 
on 20 or 30 major college campuses. 
They will show army training films and 
talk about military life, in an attempt 
to get students to resist the draft. 

“National Gl Week is a signal that 
people with long hair and people with 
shaved heads are starting to get togeth- 
er to get something better out of life 
than ‘the spirit of the bayonet,’ ’’ says 
National Mobilization. 

Under the thumb 

In soliciting support for the action 
from the movement, the committee 
says: “The average Gl is under the 
thumb of the military machine; he is 
not the operator of it. Either he was 
drafted, or he volunteered under pres- 
sure from a society that won’t give a 
non-college man a job unless he has an 
honorable discharge. 

“His first two months are spent in 
basic training at a huge post, far from 
home and far from any major city. He 
is whipped into good physical shape 
and taught elementary skills such as 
rifle-firing. He gets broken down emo- 
tionally and intellectually by a process 
known as harassment. 

“After basic comes AIT-advanced 
individual training-or, for the majority, 
advanced infantry training. Men are 
given specialties . . . then they are as- 
signed duty stations-Vietnam most 
likely.” 



(Headed by Dave Dellinger, Thomas Hayden and Jerry Rubin, three 
leaders of the Castro-Communist National Mobilization Committee to 
End the War in Vietnam, America's most militant Reds axe united in 
an effort to infiltrate, subvert and politically seduce enlisted men and 
officers in the U.S. Armed Forces.

He accused Nixon, Humphrey and 
Wallace and the two parties of having a 
“paucity of leadership.” 

“They have no relevance to black peo- 
ple and none to many white people,” he 
said. “The candidacy of Dick Gregory 
shows that it is possible for a black man 
to run for the highest office in this coun- 
try.” 



Dr. Spock said that it is “outrageous” 
that after years of war in Vietnam we 
have three candidates whose attitudes to- 
ward it are the same. He added “27,000 
men are dead and 150,000 have been 
wounded for no good purpose.” 

He charged that the two parties have 
“failed to solve racial problems” and he 
said that “law and order should be based 
on justice.” 

In speaking of the peace forces, Spock 
said, “We have helped people to move in 
opposition to Lyndon Johnson. I think 
the peace movement is going toward 
building a fourth party by 1970-72.” 
Now, he said, “the single most important 
thing is to build a strong Congress and 
Senate to check Nixon.” 

Asked whether casting a vote for 
Gregory would not in reality be casting

a vote for Wallace. Lynch replied, “We 
are tired of the lesser of two evils. . . . 
What does the Gregory candidacy say to 
the black people? It says that one of 
their own can run for president and that 
they can come out for one of their 
own . . . The establishment will see that 
there are black people who will not be 
counted... until that occurs, we will con- 
tinue to be taken for granted.”

Violence In Latin America 



The U.S. is not the only country in 
the Western Hemisphere wracked by 
Cuban-headquartered violence and sub- 
version. Other American nations are suf- 
fering from similar ills, although none of 
them as yet have seen their cities burned 
and pillaged the way we have so fre- 
quently here at home. While U.S. Reds 
and their collaborators claim their ac- 
tions are based on issues emanating from 
“Vietnam,” “racism,” and “student un- 
rest” caused by campus “injustices,” in 
Latin America other issues are drummed 
up to justify violence. However, although 
no Latin American nation is at war in 
Vietnam, other questions and issues are 
brought up by the Communists when- 
ever they consider it expedient to their 
objectives. 

Here is a summarized rundown on 
violence in Latin America during the 
month of October: 

Argentina 

Oct. 1. Five men broke into the Ban- 
co de la Nacion in Rosario, stole one 
hundred thousand dollars and fled. Po- 
lice claim it was a “politically inspired” 
incident. On the same day, a homemade 
bomb was hurled against the home of 
Joaqum Rodriguez Suarez, Rector of La 
Plata University. 

Also, a bomb exploded in front of 
the Bolivian Embassy in Buenos Aires. 
It was followed, next day, by a demons- 
tration in front of the Embassy.. Molotov 
cocktails exploded on the Embassy 
ground. Excuse: It was a “demonstra-- 
tion to honor Che Guevara.” 

Oct. 5. In La Plata, a hundred per- 
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sons rushed into the central part of the 
city, threw firecrackers and bombs ev- 
erywhere and were finally halted and 
arrested by police. The pamphlets left 
behind by the demonstrators stated that 
they were endorsing a strike declared by 
oil workers. 

Oct. 7. A Molotov cocktail was 
thrown at the door of the Buenos Aires 
branch of the Bank of Boston. The 
bomb hurlers fled screaming, “Long live 
Che Guevara.” 

Oct. 8. On the anniversary of Che 
Guevara’s futile death in the Bolivian 
jungles, “commemorative” terrorist acts 
occurred in the University of La Plata, 
and in Bolivian consulates in the cities 
of Cordoba, Mendoza, Salta and Buenos 
Aires. 

Oct. 12. The Argentine government 
arrested a band of Castroite guerrillas 
operating in Tucuman and Esquel. The 
band included clergymen, “intellectuals” 
and students. 

Brazil 

Oct. 5. An armed encounter took' 
place between Leftist students of the 
University of Sao Paolo and students be- 
longing to Mackenzie University. Result: 
One student killed; two others gravely 
wounded. To avoid further clashes, the 
Brazilian police occupied both universi- 
ties. 

Oct. 10. Students embroiled in an- 
other demonstration. Five received bul- 
let wounds; eighty arrested. 

Oct. 12. Reds machine-gunned and 
killed U.S. Army Captain Charles W. 




Chesner. This crime was committed 
in front of Chesner’s home while his 
nine-year-old son stared at the sight in 
horror. The killers fled in a white Volks- 
wagen, leaving behind them printed 
sheets claiming the murder was done to 
avenge “the war crimes committed by 
the U.S. in Vietnam.” Several months 
ago, the American Ambassador in Gua- 
temala was murdered by Castroites in a 
similar fashion. The U.S. press has given 
little or no coverage to these deeds. 

Bolivia 

Proving that any issue, no matter 
how farfetched, can be used as an ex- 
cuse to “demonstrate,” a group of stu- 
dents belonging to the Catholic Univer- 
sity of La Paz riotously marched through 
the streets of Bolivia’s capital city cry- 
ing out against a statement made by 
Robert McNamara which referred to 
World Bank policy on aid to Latin Am- 
erica. As usual, the student trouble- 
makers were accompanied by several fa- 
culty members and Red-lining clergy- 
men. 

Two days after the Catholic Universi- 
ty incident, Bolivian President Barrien- 
tos, passionately hated the Communists 
and neo-Communists all over the world 
for having successfully liquidated Che 
Guevara and his band of Cuban guerril- 
las, gave a speech during the swearing-in 
of ceremonies of his new cabinet. He 
warned that Fidel Castro was planning 
to send new agents into Bolivia to pro- 
mote both urban and rural revolutionary 
upheavals aimed at toppling the govern- 
ment. Students rioted shortly after Bar- 
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rientos’ words. He met the new wave of 
violence by publicly declaring: “No one 
has to go around trying to discover who 
is guilty of the death of Che Guevara. I 
myself gave the order to exterminate all 
of the guerrilla groups and terrorists ” 

Colombia 

Oct. 5. Trujillo Castano, one of Co- 
lombia’s few remaining Communist guer- 
rilla leaders was shot and killed by Co- 
lombian soldiers in Aquitania, about 150 
miles from the Colombian capital, Bogo- 
ta. 

Trujillo Castafio was the second in 
command of the so-called “Revolution- 
ary Armed Forces” of Colombia. At the 
time of his death, and following strict 
orders received from Havana, Cuba, Tru- 
jillo Castano was attempting to create a 
new guerrilla front in the eastern part of 
Colombia. Twenty-three surviving mem- 
bers of the guerrilla chieftain’s band 
were arrested by the Colombian Army. 



out the Mexican capital. More than a 
hundred persons lost their lives as a re- 
sult of the extremely bloody riots. 
Hundreds were wounded and arrested. 
Justification for these actions: Student 
discontent over “university conditions” 
and the “Olympic Games.” 

Venezuela And Peru 



Red violence and guerrilla warfare in 
Venezuela is endemic and has cost over 
thousands of lives. In October, a group 
of Castroite guerrillas “took” the hamlet 
of San Francisco de Paragua, burned a 
public building and retreated to their ru- 
ral hangouts. 

In Peru, shortly before President Be- 
launde Terry’s weak-kneed, pro-Leftist 
government was toppled by an Army 
coup, five hundred students violently 
seized the University of Cuzco and, emu- 
lating their counterparts at Columbia 



University in New York, held faculty 
members as hostages. Justification for 
violence: the students demanded Uni- 
versity “reforms”! 

In Lima, the Peruvian capital, stu- 
dents ran wildly through the streets en- 
acting several mob scenes and howling 
slogans in “memory of Che Guevara.” 

After them came the deluge! The 
Army took command of Peru and com- 
plete order was re-established through- 
out the nation. Reds know when to stop 
their “hanky-panky ”!

While all of these events were taking 
place, the “inspirer” and motivator of 
Hemispheric revolt, arson and pillage in 
the Americas, Fidel Castro, remained im- 
mune from outside attack, assured in 
the knowledge that the protection he is 
constantly afforded by the U.S. Navy 
and Armed Forces is as effective as the 
support he gets from the Soviet Union.

ROC Spurs Anti- Mao War 

WILL CHUNG ATTACK RED CHINA? 



“Our National Revolution continues, 
perseveres and develops/* the President 
declared. “It has brought Mao Tse-tung 
to realization that his rule of violence 
and despotism is doomed. He has been 
forced into open admission that all Com- 
munist cadres are Kuomintang in their 
thinking, that there are many Kuomin- 
tang representatives in the Chinese Com- 
munist armed forces and that it is more 
difficult to fight against Kuomintang 
agents waving the red flag today than it 
was to fight the Kuomintang armed for- 
ces in the past.” 

The man who has led free China for 
more than four decades said the turmoil 
on the mainland constitutes an “advance 
offensive action on behalf of the Nation- 
al Revolution.” He said mainland people 
are demanding a “final settlement of ac- 
counts” and are engaging in total war 
and all-out attack against Mao. 

“We are certain ” he said, “that the 
free world’s survival depends upon re- 
solution of the China problem. The Mao 
regime is the principal perpetrator of sub- 
version and aggression in the world and 
especially in Asia. This regime seeks ab- 
solute global hegemony and must be ex- 
tirpated before the Vietnam war can be 
brought to an honorable end and also be- 
fore the continuing crisis of the Korean 



war can be dispelled. Only then will Asia 
and the Pacific area be relieved of the 
subversion, violence and nuclear threat 
posed by the Chinese Communists.” 

President Chiang, who once gave Mao 
every opportunity to return to the main- 
stream of Chinese life, said that the Com- 
munist leader’s promises were falsely 
made as part of a conspiracy to seize po- 
wer. 

During the last 19 years, Mao has de- 
serted the workers, the peasants, the 
Communist Party, the “People’s Libera- 
tion Army” and the Red Guards-one 
after the other, the chief executive said. 

Who is there left to trust Mao? he 
asked. Those who once listened to him 
“have lost their families, land, rations, 
freedom and their very lives. 

President Chiang urged the people of 
the mainland to contrast their life of to- 
day with that they knew under the Re- 
public of China’s government. 

“Those of you on the mainland have 
been living under Maoist tyranny and 
persecution for 19 years/’ he said, “lead- 
ing a life that is worse than that in hell. 
You cannot choose even between life 
and death. Nineteen years have passed 
since I left you. Here on this bastion of 
Taiwan my sad and heavily burdened 
heart is always with our compatriots on 
the mainland. Never for a moment have 



I failed to search my heart for the way 
to deliver our compatriots from their 
agony and distress. 

“Now is the moment for you on the 
mainland to cast off the bloody hand of 
Mao Tse-tung. This is the time to save 
your parents, your children, your coun- 
try and your compatriots.” 

President Chiang said that the exact 
moment of the “anti-Mao war of nation- 
al salvation” cannot be forecast-but that 
loyal Chinese can make their own con- 
tribution through the exercise of deter- 
mination, responsibility and prepared- 
ness. 

“Those of you on the mainland are 
not alone,” he said, “and we shall never 
fail to seize the opportunity to send re- 
inforcements to help you regain your 
freedom.” 

The President concluded: 

“Frenzied behavior will not enable 
the bandit Mao to escape the punish- 
ment he deserves and which the universe 
has ordained as the natural result of his 
conduct. Our mainland compatriots have 
pledged their lives to his destruction. 
Shining through the 20th century, our 
San Minh Chu 1 (Three Principles of the 
People) illumines the path by which our 
700 million people will march forward. 
Armed in national righteousness, all of 
you should unite with other dedicated 
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Free China's Double Tenth National Day of 1968 was one of the biggest ever. Approximately a quarter 
of a million people jammed the square in front of the Presidential Building in downtown Taipei to join 
President Chiang Kai-shek in the joyous celebration. Thousands of overseas Chinese and many foreign 
dignitaries participated. Chiefs of Taipei diplomatic missions called at the presidential office to extend 
felicitations on behalf of their governments and peoples. 



and benevolent people of the mainland 
in talking of concerted, although differ- 
ing, actions to restore freedom. 

“1 shall follow you, do all that I can 
and devote the rest of my life to elimin- 
ating the traitor Mao and delivering the 
people of the mainland from the darkest 
hell in which they now seek to survive. 



We shall join together in recovering the 
mainland and accomplishing the third 
phase of the National Revolution, thus 
consoling the spirits of our Founding 
Father and the martyrs in heaven.” 

President Chiang, who was 81 (82 by 
Chinese reckoning) on October 31, de- 



livered his message personally at a cere- 
monial meeting in the Presidential Build- 
ing. He spoke briefly to a crowd of more 
than 200,000 gathered in the square in 
front of the building and received their 
cheers of support in the nation’s cause 
of anti-Communist victory and national 
recovery. 
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THE TARGET NOW IS ANGOLA! 



Notwithstanding the generalized 
myth propounded by many U.S. foreign 
affairs “experts” which states that the 
acts committed by Communist imperial- 
ists are “unpredictable,” the truth is 
exactly the opposite. Almost every act 
committed by Communist politicians 
can be both foreseen and predicted, for 
the simple reason that they generally 
state and publish in advance exact blue- 
prints of their future objectives. This is 
the case with the Communist attacks 
against Angola. At the Tri-Continental 
Conference in Havana, in 1966, the Sov- 
iet Union clearly expounded what it ex- 
pected to do in the forthcoming years 
in its unremitting drive for world domin- 
ation. The final document issued at this 
Soviet financed and sponsored gathering 
minutely spells out, step by step, where 
Communism will strike and what forces 
and nations have to be wrested from 
“imperialism” and “Zionism” in order 
to subject them to Soviet suzerainty. 
High on the target list is Angola, Portu- 
gal’s ages-old African province. Natural- 
ly, U.S. official foreign policy and state- 
ments in the United Nations have assum- 
ed an anti-Portuguese attitude toward 
the Angolan problem. 



The idea conveyed by the U.S. posi- 
tion, which greatly aids Soviet plans, is 
that Angola is not legitimately Portu- 
guese. In view of the fact that Portugal 
has possessed Angola for more than four 
centuries, one wonders how in compari- 
son, we can justify our rights to Hawaii, 
taken by force and chicanery from the 
Hawaiiansjust yesterday, as history goes. 

How the Soviet pawns are operating 
at this moment inside of Angola is 
evidenced by a recent report written by 
Roy Harvey and published in a leading 
neo-Communist weekly. 

The highlights of Harvey’s “inside” 
account are contained in the following 
excerpts: 

Two-and-a-half years after the open- 
ing of the Eastern Front, the Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of Angola 
(MPLA) has completed its first regional 
conference ever to be held inside Angola. 

Agostinho Neto, president of MPLA, 
met with the central committee and 
other military and political delegates of 
the Eastern, or Third, Region. Though 
the meetings of the central committee 
were closed, journalists attending the 
conference met informally with dele- 



gates to discuss problems and progress 
being made. The journalists were invited 
to attend the closed meeting, were in- 
formed of the resolutions, and were in- 
vited to ask questions. 

From early in the morning, until 
well after sunset, the 85 delegates of the 
Third Region (four times the size of 
Portugal) listened to and discussed the 
18 papers presented. 

The main objective of the regional 
conference was to implement the policy 
of generalizing the struggle in all five 
regions of Angola, rather than creating 
liberated zones before all the people have 
been mobilized. If liberated zones were 
attempted, MPLA would be inviting 
concentrated Portuguese bombing in 
them. MPLA’s policy instead is coexist- 
ence with the Portuguese, while it works 
to generalize the struggle politically and 
militarily. 

While the Portuguese, or Tugas,as the 
Angolans call them, have no serious 
armament problem, they are seriously 
handicapped by their shortage of men. 
Today, the Portuguese have about 
80,000 troops in Angola, but they are 
spread thin in this country, which is the

sixth largest in Africa. The Tugas are 
scattered throughout Angola in 200 iso- 
lated fortresses, supplied by air. 

Though Belgium, Germany, France 
and Great Britain hold monopoly con- 
cessions in Angola, the controlling inter- 
est belongs to the U.S. Over half of 
Angola’s primary export, coffee, goes to 
the U.S. Gulf Oil (Cabinda), which with 
Standard Oil and American Oil controls 
the market in oil and oil by-products. 
The diamond industry, second in import- 
ance to coffee, is Anglo-American own- 
ed. Some of the U.S. owners: Oppen-. 
heinier, Morgan Guaranty Trust, Chase 
Manhattan Bank, First National City 
Bank, Hydrotechnic Corp. of New York, 
Bethlehem Steel, Union Carbide, and

E. J. Longyear Co. of Minneapolis. 

Two items of major importance, 
which are presently being studied, are 
the creation of a regular army and the 
creation and/or transformation of MPLA 
into a political party. (Both questions 
will be the major subjects at MPLA’s 
national congress next year.) Presently, 
neither the cadre nor the materiel exists 
for the creation of a regular army, but 
a mobile regular army is necessary to 
the second phase of the “liberation” 
struggle. The intrastructure for a party 
exists within MPLA, composed of the 
military and political commanders and 
other members of MPLA’s regional cen- 
tral committees and of the executive 
committee. 



The final subject of the Third Region 
conference was the discussion and rati- 
fication of MPLA’s decision to accept 
whites, born or presently living in An- 
gola, as MPLA sympathizers. 

At the closing meeting, President 
Neto stated that MPLA is a “national- 
ist” organization . . . willing to accept 
help from all quarters ... He thanked 
the socialist and African countries which 
have assisted the Angolan people in 
their struggle for national liberation, 
adding that it was unfortunate that of 
all the African countries, help came 
only from Algeria, the United Arab Re- 
public, Tanzania, Zambia, the Congo 
(Brazzaville) and Guinea (Conakry). 

The conference closed, as it had 
opened, with MPLA liberation songs. 
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
